$100  million  suit

Mom,  infant  die  in  accident

A  20-year-old  Taylor  woman 
and  her  infant  daughter  were 
fatally  injured  late  Monday  af¬ 
ternoon,  when  two  cars  col¬ 
lided  at  Eureka  and  Harrison 
roads  in  Romulus.

Judge  Green  aids  burnt  out  court

Russ  Franzen, 
34th  District  Court  administra¬ 
tor,  said  a  two  day  trial  origi¬ 
nally  slated  for  Zaborowski’s 
courtroom  “went  down”  free¬ 
ing  up  the  use  of  the  facilities 
early  in  the  week.  The  term 
“went  down”  means  usually 
that  a  settlement  was  reached 
prior  to  the  trial  opening. 

“What  happened  was  ba¬ 
sically  a  good  neighbor  policy 
extended  to  the  legal  realms  of 
the  court,”  Franzen  said.

Has  the  Federal  Appeals 
Court  taken  the  “political  ham¬ 
mer”  out  of  the  hands  of  Doug 
Wicklund,  head  of  Environ¬ 
mental  Disposal  Systems? 

City  environmental  attorney 
Mark  Jacobs  recently  made  a 
brief  statement  relating  to  the 
fact  that  the  court  threw  out 
EDS’  appeal  of  its  $100  million 
lawsuit  against  former  Mayor 
Beverly  McAnally  and  other 
city  officials. 

After  his  recent  mini¬ 
statement  Jacobs  said  he 
would  take  no  questions  and 
strode  out  of  the  City  Council 
Chambers. 

When  pressed  the  next  day 
for  a  statement  on  what  the 
court  action  meant,  Mayor 
William  Oakley  said  Jacobs 
wished  to  make  no  further 
statement. 

R.P.  Lilly  and  Mark  Chase 
added  their  cries  for  public  in¬ 
formation  on  the  city  court  vic¬ 
tory,  but  were  told  of  Jacobs’ 
advice  to  Oakley  and  the  City 
Council. 

Lilly  said  “I  can’t  believe  it. 
This  lawsuit  has  been  a  ham¬ 
mer  held  over  the  head  of  city 
officials  for  years  by  EDS.  Why 
can’t  we  let  the  Dublic  know?” 


Another  frustrated  by¬ 
stander  complained,  “the  city 
and  its  legal  staff  have  won  ev¬ 
ery  major  battle  in  zoning  dis¬ 
putes  through  court  rulings, 
and  yet  they  are  still  intimi¬ 
dated  by  EDS!” 

Councilman  William  Wad¬ 
sworth  on  Monday  night 
openly  questioned  members  of 
the  press  concerning  the  lack 
of  news  coverage  on  the  suit 
action.  But  when  pressed  for 
information  himself  he  quickly 
backed  off  by  saying  “I’m  not 
allowed  to  talk  to  you!” 

After  the  Monday  night 
council  meeting,  Oakley  was 
again  asked  to  comment  on  the 

“city  legal  victory.”  He  said 
“we  are  not  sure  it  was  a  vic¬ 
tory,  since  the  appeal  process 
may  not  be  finished.” 

Several  attempts  to  reach 
EDS  for  comment  also  failed 
Tuesday. 

Since  Wadsworth  “cannot 
talk  to  the  press,”  taxpayers 
who  have  paid  over  $700,000  in 
legal  costs  to  continue  the 
court  battle  against  EDS  may

Mental  unit  faces 
early  closing  date

Oakwood  Hospital’s  mental 
health  center  in  Westland  is 
slated  to  be  closed  Sept.  30, 
three  months  early,  it  was  an¬ 
nounced  last  week. 

The  center  known  as  Oak- 
wood  Hospital’s  Merriman 
Center  had  been  slated  to  be 
closed  early  next  year.  The 
shutdown  reportedly  will  af¬ 
fect  300  full  and  part  time  staff 
members. 

It  was  reported  that  new 
pharmaceuticals  and  outpa¬ 
tient  treatments  for  conditions 
such  as  depression  are  reduc¬ 
ing  the  need  systemwide  for 
mental  health  hospital  beds. 

Plans  to  open  a  new  $7  mil¬ 
lion  mental  health  (48-bed) 
hospital  unit  at  the  Annapolis 
campus  in  Wayne  have  also 


been  reportedly  scrapped. 

With  the  elimination  of  119 
mental  health  beds  due  to  the 
Merriman  Center  closing,  Oak- 
wood  will  be  left  with  97  acute 
care  beds  at  Heritage  Center 
in  Taylor  and  Oakwood  Hospi¬ 
tal  in  Dearborn. 

Average  daily  occupancy  at 
Merriman  has  been  about  60 
percent  in  recent  months,  leav¬ 
ing  the  hospital  with  between 
a  $250,000  and  $350,000  short¬ 
fall. 

With  the  current  transition 
going  on,  Oakwood  is  locating 
mental  health  doctors  and  so¬ 
cial  workers  in  its  primary- 
care  ambulatory  clinics. 

A  set  up  to  treat  mental 
health  patients  at  six  Oakwood 
outpatient  clinics  including 
one  in  Westland,  also  report¬ 
edly  are  being  arranged.

©ut  Boy  Se©wts  Wayne  County  crime  rate  drops

More  than  200  area  boys  de¬ 
pended  on  Tower  Bus  to  drive 
them  to  the  Boy  Scout  Jambo¬ 
ree  this  weekend. 

By  the  end  of  June,  Tower 
had  collected  about  $23,000  to 
take  the  boys  to  Fort  A.P.  Hill 
in  Virginia,  where  Scouts  from 
around  the  world  would 
gather. 

Many  Scouts  consider  the 
Jamboree  to  be  organization’s 
preeminent  celebration.  Yet, 
one  week  before  the  bus  was 
scheduled  to  depart  from  De¬ 
troit  -  and  after  the  check  con¬ 
veying  the  Scouts’  money  had 
been  cashed  -  Tower  went  out 
of  business. 

No  money  was  returned. 

As  compensation,  Tower 
gave  the  Scouts  a  list  of  other 
bus  companies  and  a  promise. 

“As  assets  are  disposed  of, 
every  attempt  will  be  made  to 
get  you  a  refund  of  the  amount 
you  paid,”  Tower  wrote. 

“They  left  us  high  and  dry,” 
said  Gary  Sampson,  owner  of 
Adventure  Travel  in  Be¬ 
lleville. 

Adventure  had  arranged 
the  transportation. 

Fortunately  for  the  boys, 
Sampson  had  Scout’s  honor. 
He  dug  into  his  pockets  and 
chartered  five  replacement 
buses. 

“I  did  it  because  I  knew  the 
Scouts’  parents  couldn’t  afford 
another  round  of  payments,” 
he  said. 

But  neither  can  Sampson. 


“As  a  small  company, 
there’s  no  way  that  we  can  af¬ 
ford  to  lose  over  $20,000,”  he 
said.  “It  may  put  my  30-year- 
old  agency  out  of  business.  I’ve 
taken  a  big  hit  before,  such  as 
when  an  airline  goes  bank¬ 
rupt  But  never  anything  like 
this.” 

So  he’s  hoping  that  area  res¬ 
idents  will  remember  his  fi¬ 
nancial  sacrifice  for  the  Scouts 
and  support  him  in  the  future. 

Tower’s  vanishing  act  came 
as  a  surprise  to  Sampson,  who 
had  a  stroke  on  April  12. 

“I’ve  dealt  with  them  for 
years  and  years  and  have  even 
dined  with  the  owner,  Tom 
Fisher  of  Mt.  Clemens,”  he 
said.  “Of  course,  I  don’t  see  my 
customers’  financial  state¬ 
ments.” 

It  also  smells  fishy  to  him. 

“I  feel  they  knew  ahead  of 
time  that  they  wouldn’t  be  op¬ 
erating  this  week,  so  why  did 
they  take  our  money?”  he  asks. 

Not  only  did  they  ask  for  the 
Scout’s  full  payment  in  ad¬ 
vance,  Sampson  said  they 
“hounded  him”  for  it. 

“They  owe  me  a  refund  and 
they  should  make  it  now,”  he 
said. 

While  he  hopes  to  collect, 
he’s  upset  that  Tower  won’t  re¬ 
turn  his  calls. 

“They  don’t  have  the  cour¬ 
tesy  to  call,”  he  said.  “All  they 
did  was  send  me  an  unsigned 
fax.”

Cop  tickets  smoking  teen

A  Canton  teen  learned  that 
smoking  and  driving  don’t  mix. 

The  lesson  was  driven  home 
by  Canton  Police  Officer  Har¬ 
rison,  who  ticketed  the  boy  for 
two  traffic  violations  and  pos¬ 
session  of  one  cigarette. 

Officer  Harrison  began  fol¬ 
lowing  the  youth’s  brown  1985 
Buick  down  Umberland  after 
it  ran  a  stop  sign  on  Monfort. 

With  Officer  Harrison  be¬ 
hind  him,  the  teen  raced 
around  the  corner  at  Sheldon 


and  again  at  Warren.  The  teen 
accelerated  so  fast  that  the 
Buick’s  tires  squealed. 

That  was  enough.  Harrison 
pulled  the  boy  over  and  asked 
him  if  he  any  guns,  dope,  booze 
or  smokes. 

“I  have  cigarettes,”  he  said, 
and  handed  the  cop  a  pack  of 
Marlboro  Lights  containing 
one  cigarette. 

But  it  was  one  too  many.  Of¬ 
ficer  Harrison  wrote  him  up 
for  being  a  minor  in  posses¬ 
sion  of  cigarettes,  for  running 
a  stop  sign,  and  for  making  an 
unsafe  start. 


Governor  John  Engler  an¬ 
nounced  that  the  number  of 
crimes  reported  in  Michigan 
has  decreased  for  the  fifth 
year  in  a  row. 

According  to  preliminary 
statistics  compiled  by  the  Uni¬ 
form  Crime  Reporting  Section 
of  the  Michigan  State  Police, 
the  overall  number  of  crimes 
reported  in  Michigan  de¬ 
creased  1.8  percent  to  1,106,385 
in  1996.  Since  1991,  the  number 
of  total  crimes  reported  has 


dropped  by  185,925. 

In  Wayne  County,  murders 
declined  8.6  percent  in  1996, 
with  rapes  decreasing  less 
than  one  percent,  robberies  4.5 
percent,  burglary  1.9  percent, 
larceny  1.6  percent,  and  aggra¬ 
vated  assaults  2.5  percent. 

Across  the  state,  the  nu¬ 
mber  of  murders  reported 
(701)  was  the  lowest  number 
since  1969.  Reported  robberies 
(16,288)  were  the  lowest  since 
1967  and  rapes  (5,046)  were  the 


least  since  1983. 

“The  most  impressive  thing 
about  these  statistics  is  that 
they  continue  what  has  been  a 
remarkable  downward  trend 
in  crime  since  1991,”  Engler 
said.  “For  five  years  in  a  row 
now,  the  overall  crime  rate  in 
Michigan  has  decreased.  That 
is  a  sure  sign  that  law  enforce¬ 
ment  agencies  at  the  state  and 
local  level  are  turning  the  tide 
against  criminals  in  Michi¬ 
gan.”

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Glimpse  into 
past,  future 

As  we  celebrate  the  50th  anniversary  of 
The  Wayne  Eagle,  Westland  Eagle,  Canton 
Eagle  and  the  Inkster  Ledger-Star  (See  Spe¬ 
cial  Section  inside),  I  ponder  the  future  of 
newspapers  and  communication  in  general. 

I  ponder  because  every  time  I  pick  up  a 
trade  journal,  the  news  is  foreboding.  Pre¬ 
dictions  of  doom  and  gloom  in  the  industry 
run  rampant. 

Back  when  these  newspapers  were  start¬ 
ed,  there  was  no  television,  much  less  24- 
hour  cable  news  stations  and  the  internet. 
Newspapers  flourished  and  the  people  that 
were  really  good  at  it  —  The  Hearsts,  The 
Scripps,  The  Newhouses,  etc.  were  some  of 
the  richest  people  in  the  world. 

Newspapers  back  then  did  not  have  com¬ 
petition  —  other  than  their  own  kind.  Shop¬ 
ping  guides  did  not  claim  their  share  of  the 
advertising  pie  until  the  1960s.  Free  news¬ 
papers  came  later.  Television  wasn’t  an  ad¬ 
vertising  force  until  the  Kennedy-Nixon  de¬ 
bates  of  1960.  And  so  on. 

My  point  is  today,  newspapers  struggle. 
We  have  to  be  fresh.  We  have  to  be  promo¬ 
tion-minded.  If  we  are,  we  can  succeed.  It’s 
no  small  feat  to  have  succeeded  for  50 
years.  And,  the  optimist,  I  am,  I  believe  we 
can  succeed  for  another  50  years. 

It’s  true  we’ll  have  to  do  the  web  page  on 
the  internet.  And,  likewise,  we’ll  have  to  fig¬ 
ure  out  a  way  to  appeal  to  the  youth  of  the 
21st  century.  But  for  many  of  us,  being  able 
to  pick  up  the  newspaper  at  any  time  we  de¬ 
sire  and  read  what  we  want  to  read  is  much 
more  convenient  and  fun  than  any  of  the 
newfangled  communication  ideas  that  are  be¬ 
ing  thrown  at  us.  I  suspect  newspapers 


What’s  next  crusade? 

Now  that  the  “holy  war”  against  tobacco  is  in  full 
swing  and  an  all-out  battle  is  being  waged  to  keep 
youngsters  from  encountering  the  evil  weed  in  their 
impressionable,  formative  years,  I  cannot  help  but 
wonder  what  the  do-gooders  will  target  next 

My  guess  is  that  it  will  be  an  high  level  food  fight 
—  not  the  kind  that  kids  have  in  the  lunch  room,  but 
a  fight  against  the  overeater 

Just  as  the  anti-tobacco  faction  is  in  high  gear  to 
stamp  out  smoking  indoors  and  outdoors,  I’m  sure 
the  next  major  attack  on  society  by  the  Health  Police 
will  be  to  target  overeating 

I  can  envision  restaurants  setting  up  smoking, 
non-smoking  responsible  eating  (RE)  and  irrespon¬ 
sible  gluttony  (IG)  sections  for  their  patrons.  Per¬ 
haps,  a  weigh-in  at  the  door  would  be  appropriate 
with  those  whose  weights  match  the  federal  stan¬ 
dards  being  guided  to  the  responsible  eating  section 
and  those  who  exceed  the  weight  limits  being  herd¬ 
ed  into  the  irresponsible  gluttony  sectioa 

In  the  IG  section,  there  would  be  posters  of  obese 
people  and  large  charts  listing  the  calories  in  each 
item  on  the  menu.  And,  in  order  to  “help”  the  over¬ 
weight  patron  see  the  folly  of  his  or  her  own  eating 
habits,  posters  would  be  exhibited  to  show  people 
suffering  from  weight-related  illnesses  and  labeled, 
“This  could  happen  to  you,  according  to  the  Surgeon 
General  of  the  United  States.” 

A  built-in  scale  on  the  patron’s  seat  would  reveal 
when  he  or  she  was  consuming  too  much,  and  auto¬ 
matically  ring  a  loud  bell  to  summon  the  waiter  to 
snatch  away  any  uneaten  portion  of  the  meal  re¬ 
maining  on  the  plate. 

Anyone  who  dared  to  ask  for  dessert,  other  than 
low-fat  yogurt,  would  be  escorted  from  the  restau¬ 
rant  so  as  not  influence  other  diners  with  their  anti- 
healthy  behavior  and  the  staff  would  lead  the  other 
patrons  in  booing  them  as  they  left  the  restaurant  in 
disgrace. 

After  all,  this  is  for  the  individual’s  own  good,  and 
so  what  if  the  person  is  predisposed  to  being  heavy 
or  if  they  don’t  care  to  be  svelte  and  willowy. 

Some  folks  might  remark  that  this  sounds  more 
like  the  actions  of  a  dictatorship  or  a  Stalinist 
regime,  but  if  the  purpose  is  “for  one’s  own  good,” 
shouldn’t  the  ends  justify  the  means?

gle,  dated  Aug.  31, 1945: 

FIRST  EDITORIAL  —  Wayne  offers  a 
suburb  of  thousands  of  homes,  modern 
schools  and  recreational  facilities  conve¬ 
niently  situated  midway  between  what  will 
become  America’s  two  most  intensely  indus¬ 
trial  areas-Detroit  and  Willow  Run. 

FIRST  SUBSCRIBER  —  Mrs.  Ralph  Fel¬ 
ton,  owner  of  the  gas  station  at  Michigan 
and  Elizabeth,  which  now  sits  next  to  the 
Michigan  Community  Newspapers. 

THE  VILLAGE  COFFEE  SHOP,  with  W. 
Leright  as  proprietor,  advertised  a  fish  and 
chips  dinner  for  60  cents.  Roast  chicken  was 
available  24  hours  a  day  for  85  cents. 

One  of  the  first  HEADLINES  —  Body 
Found  Hanging  in  Bell  Tower.  The  story 
went  on  to  explain  a  37-year-old  man’s  body 
was  found  dangling  by  the  bell  cord  in  the 
belfry  of  the  First  Baptist  Church. 

Several  home  were  advertised  for  sale  in 
the  CLASSIFIEDS.  Most  expensive  was  a  2- 
family  home  built  in  1942.  Price  $8,400. 
Least  expensive,  would  you  believe  a  6- 
room  house  in  good  repair  for  $1,800? 

In  another  headline,  Wayne  had  to  delay 
the  start  of  school  because  several  teachers 
had  resigned  in  protest  because  they  could 
not  find  satisfactory  local  living  accommo¬ 
dations. 


whether  they  want  to  be  saved  or 
not? 

Of  course,  I’m  being  factious.  I'm 
one  of  those  who  probably  would  be 
relegated  to  the  IG  section,  myself, 
while  my  spouse  dined  in  the  smok¬ 
ing  section. 

However,  I  am  serious  about  the 
excessive  zeal  with  which  smokers 
are  attacked,  forms  of  tobacco  ad¬ 
vertising  are  banned  and  party 
stores  are  busted  for  selling  tobacco  to  under-aged 
(undercover  buyers  who  look  more  like  27  than  17) 
tobacco  buyers. 

I  wish  someone  would  explain  to  me  why  drug 
use  is  proliferating  when  drug  czars  don’t  advertise 
their  products  on  television  and  billboards  or  by 
sponsoring  sports  events.  Kids  of  any  age  can  buy  a 
joint  or  score  some  crack,  because  drug  dealers  don’t 
ask  for  ID  from  anyone  27  or  younger  It  could  be  pos¬ 
sible  that  at  some  point  in  time  in  the  not  too  distant 
future,  it  will  be  easier  for  kids  to  buy  marijuana 
than  tobacco.  (I’m  not  discounting  the  danger  that 
smoking  poses  to  the  individual’s  health,  but  noting 
that  there  is  a  much  greater  danger  to  society  by  the 
proliferation  of  drugs). 

While  our  government  leaders  admit  that  they  are 
unable  to  control  the  flood  of  narcotics  into  the  Unit¬ 
ed  States,  they  are  crusading  to  stamp  out  smoking 
—  not  (as  yet)  an  illegal  substance.  Law  enforcement 
officers  on  many  levels  are  joining  the  anti-tobacco 
crusade,  while  drugs  continue  to  pour  into  the  Unit¬ 
ed  States  and  “drugs  of  choice”  are  available  in  the 
cities  and  suburbs. 

One  bewildered  citizen  recently  remarked  that 
“no  one  has  ever  killed  for  a  cigarette.  Why  are  they 
being  targeted  so  vigorously  when  narcotics  aren’t?” 

Something  is  wrong  with  this  picture! 

Is  it  possible  that  it  is  easier,  less  costly  and  much 
less  dangerous  to  bust  a  16-year-old  smoker  or  the 
owner  of  a  mom-and-pop  party  store  than  face  the 
guns  of  the  drug  czars  and  their  armies?  And,  think 
how  much  easier,  cost  effective  and  safer  it  would  be 
to  arrest  a  chubby  grandmother  serving  calorie¬ 
laden  desserts  to  her  family  or  to  bust  her  pudgy  8- 
year-old  grandson  consuming  a  couple  of  Snickers 
bars? 

It  may  be  too  late  to  halt  the  current  crusades  of 
zealous  health  and  political  correctness  fanatics,  but 
save  us  from  future  targets!

With  the  stock  market  soaring 
20  and  30  percent  per  year  on  a 
seemingly  regular  basis,  many 
new  “401k  millionaires”  have 
been  created.  But,  does  the  exu¬ 
berant  public  really  understand 
what  the  market  is,  and  how  it  op¬ 
erates? 

The  stock  market  is  really 
about  “addition.”  Yet,  many  peo¬ 
ple  talk  about  it  as  if  it  were  about 
“multiplication.”  This  is  very  dan¬ 
gerous.  And,  eventually  it  leads  to 
horrible  “crashes”  in  the  market 
Consider 

Wall  Street  is  really  a  “zero 
sum  game.”  Which  means:  The 
amount  of  money  removed  from 
the  stock  market,  at  the  end  of  any 
given  market  day,  is  exactly  equal 
to  the  amount  of  money  that  came 
into  the  market  on  that  day.  Re¬ 
member,  Exactly  Equal,  just  like 
in  additioa 

Still,  most  people  believe  that 
their  stock  is  “worth”  what  the 
last  sale  was  quoted  at,  multiplied 
by  the  number  of  shares  they  own. 

But,  in  effect,  even  that  last 
sale  price  was  a  rigged  price! 
Here’s  why: 

Only  a  tiny  fraction  of  a  compa¬ 
ny’s  shares  are  “in  play”  on  Wall 
Street  on  any  given  day.  This  is 
called  the  “float”  Market  profes¬ 
sional  buy  and  sell  only  the  float 
available  on  any  day. 

Because  the  float  is  so  small, 
relative  to  all  shares  outstanding, 
it  is  easy  to  manipulate  the  share 
price  using  relatively  small 
amounts  of  money. 

Some  large  players  try  to  buy 
up  the  available  float  to  achieve  a 
“technical  comer”  on  the  market 
on  a  given  day. 

Some  corporations  will  buy 
back  their  shares  to  reduce  their 
float  and  thus  boost  the  price  of 
their  stock 

Some  mutual  funds,  loaded 
with  new  cash,  will  buy  up  the 
daily  float  in  such  a  frenzy  that 
stock  prices  soar 
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Market  “bears,”  who  sell 
shares  they  don’t  own  in  hopes  of 
buying  the  same  shares  cheaper 
in  the  future,  are  often  forced  to 
buy  from  a  shrinking  float  no  mat¬ 
ter  how  high  the  stock  price  has 
soared.  This  forces  prices  even 
higher,  in  what  is  called  a  “short 
squeeze.” 

The  point  is  that  the  stock  mar¬ 
ket  is  about  floats,  not  share 
prices.  Share  price  is  really  a 
creature  of  the  float!  As  long  as 
you  and  I  and  Bill  Gates  don’t  sell 
our  shares  of  Microsoft  today — 
market  professionals  can  manipu¬ 
late  the  float  in  Microsoft  shares, 
and  thus  its  price,  to  any  level 
they  want 

As  long  as  market  psychology 
stays  favorable,  and  the  floats  stay 
manageable,  Wall  Street  will  be 
able  to  continue  its  “magic  show.” 

But  if  anything  happens  to  in¬ 
crease  the  float,  even  slightly, 
things  could  deteriorate  a  lot 
quicker  than  many  people  think 
Even  blue  smoke  and  mirrors  will 
not  conceal  the  wires  that  manip¬ 
ulate  this  market  The  magic  shoe 
will  be  oven 

At  that  point  the  401k  million¬ 
aires  will  quickly  see  why  Wall 
Street  is  called  a  zero  sum  game.

Visitors  welcome  at 
botanical  gardens

For  many  years,  the  University  of  Michigan  has  been  hiding 
something  from  the  public  -motorists  may  have  driven  past  it, 
and  not  even  realized  it  was  there. 

The  Matthaei  Botanical  Gardens,  located  off  Dixboro  Road  in 
Ann  Arbor,  was  established  in  1907,  and  were  once  used  strictly 
for  research.  Now,  however,  the  university  realizes  this  may  be 
another  way  to  reach  out  to  the  public. 

“In  past  decades,  the  feelings  were  against  public  outreach,” 
said  Dr.  James  Teeri,  director  of  the  gardens.  “There  was  fear 
that  it  would  interfere  with  education.  That  has  changed.” 

Visitors  may  enjoy  walking  along  the  nature  trails,  seeing  the 
reconstructed  wetlands,  the  Gateway  Garden,  a  rock  garden, 
conservatory,  or  herb  knot  garden,  among  many  others.  The  Mat¬ 
thaei  Botanical  Gardens  are  situated  on  350  acres,  most  of  it 
greatly  under  utilized. 

“Humans  are  becoming  aware  of  their  impact  on  the  natural 
world,”  Teeri  said.  “We  are  managing  the  environment  of  the 
Earth.  The  botanical  gardens  have  an  obligation  to  teach  about 
the  natural  world  and  how  humans  interact  in  the  world.” 

There  are  seven  miles  of  trails  at  the  Matthaei  Botanical 
Gardens,  including  the  Parker  Brook  Trail,  Musclewood  Trail, 
the  Fleming  Creek  Trail,  and  the  Dix  Pond  Trail.  Several  differ¬ 
ent  species  of  trees  and  plants  can  be  spotted  from  the  trails. 
The  paths  are  also  a  terrific  spot  for  bird  watching,  as  warblers, 
hummingbirds,  catbirds,  bluebirds,  Carolina  wrens,  great  blue 
heron,  and  great  homed  owls  visit  the  area,  along  with  ducks 
and  geese  and  other  birds.  Deer  and  mink  are  among  the  mam¬ 
mals  living  in  the  park. 

Visitors  are  cautioned  that  poison  ivy  is  abundant  along  the 
trails.  Also  occasionally  spotted  are  the  massasauga  rattlesnake, 
Michigan’s  only  poisonous  snake.  It  will  only  attack  if  stepped 
on,  picked  up,  or  provoked. 

The  wildflowers  growing  along  the  trails  generally  bloom  in 
early  spring.  During  the  summer,  a  colorful  array  of  flowers  can 
be  spotted  in  the  Gateway  Garden,  the  Herb  Knot  Garden,  and 
the  Perennial  and  Rose  Garden.  Year  round  displays  can  be 
found  in  the  conservatory. 

The  reconstructed  wetlands  were  built  due  to  concern  that 
storm  run-  off  from  the  gardens  might  some  day  pollute  Fleming 
Creek.  Joan  Young  was  working  on  her  master’s  degree  in  bio¬ 
engineering,  when  the  school  asked  her  to  develop  the  wetlands. 
Reeds,  sedges,  rushes  and  other  plants  work  with  microorga¬ 
nisms  to  absorb  or  degrade  nitrogen,  phosphorus  and  any 
pesticide  residue  before  the  water  enters  the  creek.  Now,  the 
water  leaving  the  wetlands  is  cleaner  than  that  leaving  the  Ann 
Arbor  waste  water  treatment  plant. 

“This  shows  what  wetlands  might  have  looked  like  before 
settlement  came  to  this  area,”  Young  said.  “It’s  fun  to  see  kids  on 
the  bridge  looking  at  the  fish,  crayfish,  and  the  large  population 
of  turtles  in  the  water.” 

The  Herb  Knot  Garden  showcases  four  of  the  traditional  uses 
for  herbs:  cooking,  medicinal,  fragrance  and  everlasting  (dried 
ornamental).  According  to  Adrienne  O’Brien,  senior  hor¬ 
ticultural  assistant,  the  garden  is  not  only  a  big  draw  to  humans, 
but  also  the  deer,  who  seem  to  think  of  it  as  a  grocery  store, 
where  everything  is  set  out  for  them  to  eat. 

Anyone  who  has  visited  the  Ann  Arbor  Flower  and  Garden 
Show  has  been  to  an  event  presented  by  the  Matthaei  Botanical 
Gardens. 

“The  success  of  the  Flower  and  Garden  Show  let  the  univer¬ 
sity  know  that  this  was  a  way  of  reaching  out  to  the  public,”  Teeri 
said. 

Future  plans  include  an  Ethnobotanical  Trail,  which  will  con¬ 
sist  of  an  interpretive  outdoor  trail  explaining  Native  American 
peoples’  use  of  plants  for  fiber,  shelter  and  food;  and  Sam 
Green’s  Trees,  featuring  native  trees  of  Michigan. 

The  Matthaei  Botanical  Gardens  are  located  at  1800  North 
Dixboro  Road,  one-half  mile  south  of  Plymouth  Road,  one  and  a 
half  miles  east  of  US  23.  The  grounds  are  open  8  a.m.  to  sunset 
The  conservatory  is  open  10  a.m.  to  4:30  p.m.  daily  (closed 
Christmas,  Thanksgiving  and  New  Year’s  days).  Admission  to  the 
grounds  is  free,  and  there  is  a  nominal  charge  for  the  conserva¬ 
tory.  Brochures  and  maps  provide  self-guided  tours  for  the  ad¬ 
venturous,  but  docent-guided  tours  can  be  arranged  by  calling 
the  Gardens  at  (313)  998-7061.

65  fell  from  61  percent  in  1960 
to  58  percent  in  1993.  In  con¬ 
trast,  the  proportion  of  15-year- 
old  white  males  who  are  ex¬ 
pected  to  live  until  age  65  rose 
from  69  percent  in  1960  to  79 
percent  in  1993.

A  group  of  businesses  in  the 
heart  of  downtown  Wayne  are 
taking  the  meaning  of  “net¬ 
working”  one  step  further. 

Instead  of  looking  to  suc¬ 
ceed  independently,  approx¬ 
imately  30  businesses  in  the 
city  of  Wayne  have  joined 
forces  and  advertising  dollars 
to  implement  a  promotional 
campaign  that  is  geared  to 
bring  in  customers  during  the 
reconstruction  of  East  Michi¬ 
gan  Avenue. 

The  reconstruction  project 
is  expected  to  take  place  July 
through  November.  Once  com¬ 
pleted,  a  stretch  of  East  Michi¬ 
gan  Avenue  from  the  viaduct  to 
Fourth  Street  will  be  open  for 
through  traffic. 

Several  merchants  operate 
their  business  along  this 
stretch  of  road.  The  owners, 
however,  have  decided  to  turn 
what  could  be  a  negative  im¬ 
pact  on  their  businesses  into  a 
favorable  one.

Dear  Be  try, 

Every  year  my  sister  has  the 
family  over  for  a  cookout, 
and  the  food  sits  out  all  day 
long.  It  worries  me  to  leave 
mayonnaise-based  salads  out 
in  the  warm  weather.  Betty, 
how  do  you  suggest  we  keep  food 
safe  at  picnics  and  cookout s?

In  these  warm  summer  months,  when 
we  enjoy  so  many  of  our  meals 
,  outdoors,  you’re  no  Chicken  Little  to 
worry  about  the  chicken  salad. 
Fortunately,  you  don't  have  to  be  a 
food  scientist  to  practice  good  food 
safety.  All  you  need  is  the  kind  of 
.concern  you're  showing  now,  some 
good  common  sense,  and  three  basic 
principles.  Now,  repeat  after  me: 

1.  Keep  kitchen  (and  hands)  clean. 

2.  Keep  hot  foods  hot. 

3.  Keep  cold  foods  cold. 

, 'Sound  obvious?  You'd  be  surprised 
how  many  people  fail  to  observe  these 
phasic  rules...  and  end  up  paying  the 
price.  Here  are  some  tips  for  serving 
food  away  from  home: 

Hot  &  Cold.  Don't  allow  hot  or  cold 
foods  to  stand  at  room  temperature 
longer  than  2  hours,  and  always  keep 
out  of  direct  sun.  Use  smaller 
containers  and  refill  as  needed. 
Refrigerate  cold  foods  in  their  serving 
dishes. 

Cooler  safety.  Pack  refrigerated  foods 
in  an  insulated  cooler  with  a  freeze- 
pack  or  large  plastic  bottle  of  frozen 


water.  Keep  the  cooler  out  of 
direct  sun.  Chill  food  first, 
before  packing;  don't  rely  on 
the  cooler  to  chill  room- 
temperature  foods.  If 
possible,  use  one  cooler  for 
beverages  and  another  for 
perishable  foods. 

Raw  foods.  Tightly  wrap  raw  meat, 
poultry  or  fish  or  use  a  separate  cooler 
to  avoid  dripping  onto  other  foods. 
Take  a  bottle  filled  with  soapy  water 
for  washing  hands  after  handling  raw 
meat,  or  use  a  moist  towelette. 

Vacuum  bottles.  If  you’re  going  to 
use  vacuum  bottles,  make  sure  to  wash 
them  thoroughly  after  each  use,  and 
make  sure  hot  foods  are  boiling  wherK 
you  fill  them. 

Marinades.  This  one  always  gets  me. 
You’d  be  surprised  how  many  people 
mistakenly  believe  that  raw  foods  are 
somehow  safe  at  room  temperature  if 
they’re  covered  in  a  marinade.  Not  so. 
Always  keep  raw  meats,  poultry  and 
fish  in  the-refrigerator  while 
marinating,  and  discard  any  marinade 
that  has  been  in  contact  with  raw 
foods.  Never  return  cooked  meat  to  an 
unwashed  platter  that  had  contact  with 
raw  meat. 

Now  go  and  have  a  good  time...  and 
don't  forget  the  sunscreen.

Amendment  increases  tax  credit  for  students 


More  students  and  families 
can  receive  a  greater  tax 
credit  on  college  and  univer¬ 
sity  tuition  because  of  the 
leadership  of  state  Senator 
Loren  Bennett  (R-Canton 
Township). 

Bennett  put  up  an  aggres¬ 
sive  fight  late  Tuesday  night 
when  House  Democrats  ini¬ 
tially  reneged  on  a  compro¬ 
mise  and  removed  the 
stipulation  that  colleges  and 
universities  cap  their  tuition 
to  the  rate  of  inflation  to  make 
students  eligible  for  the  credit.

Bennett’s  amendment  to 
House  Bill  4191  increases  the 
tuition  tax  credit  from  the  cur¬ 
rent  $250  to  $375  per  student, 
per  year.

Leukemia  victim  pleads  for  help 


Harold  G.  Hemphill,  of  Van 
Buren  Township,  needs  your 
help. 

In  January,  Hemphill  was 
diagnosed  with  chronic  my¬ 
elogenous  leukemia  (CML).  He 
was  told  that  the  only  cure  is  to 
have  a  bone  marrow  trans¬ 
plant. 

His  disease  could  go  into 
the  “accelerated  phase”  at  any 
time,  and  the  unpredictability 
of  the  timing  of  this  stage  cre¬ 
ates  a  sense  of  urgency  for 
treatment,  according  to  his 
family. 

Hemphill’s  brothers,  sisters, 
and  two  children  were  tested

match,  but  unfortunately,  no 
matches  were  found.  In  Sep¬ 
tember  1974,  his  brother  Law¬ 
rence  lost  his  life  to  leukemia. 
Bone  marrow  transplants  were 
not  available  to  help  him. 

On  April  15,  the  University 
of  Michigan  Hospital  initiated 
a  donor  search  on  the  National 
Bone  Marrow  Donor’s  Registry. 
Of  more  than  2.7  million  indi¬ 
viduals  registered  in  the 
worldwide  donor  base,  only 
three  potential  matches  were 
identified.  Testing  revealed 
that  these  tissue  types  are  in¬ 
compatible  with  Hemphill’s. 


As  it  turns  out,  his  bone  mar¬ 
row  is  a  rare  type. 

He  and  his  wife,  Nora,  have 
lived  in  Van  Buren  Township 
for  27  years.  Their  family  in¬ 
cludes  sons,  Jeffrey  and 
Rodney,  and  one  daughter-in 
law,  Jeffrey’s  wife,  Robin.
